CHARGE THAT WITNESSES

Report States That Inquiry Was Hampéred 
and Only Two Indictments for Perjury — 
Could Be Returned —- Gov. Folk in City

The October grand jury, in a special report made to BF er 
Reynolds today, severely arraigns the Police Department, declar 
ing it is demoralized through parti¢ipation in polities; that police 
men have come to-look upon perjury as a part of duty and that 
witnesses who might give testimony upon which indictments for 
brutality, perjury and the suborning of witnesses could be re 
turned are plainly intimidated and in fear of physical violence.

Gov. Folk came to St. Louis this morning. He said ch

“We were called upen to consider numerous complaints against members of 
the police force growing out of alleged assaults upon citizens of the city, in- 
cluding women and children. We were carly impressed with the difficulty of 
obtaining evidence against members of ths department charged with violations 
of the law, owing to the reluctance and timidity of witneSsem called upon to tes- 
tify. 

‘No amount of assurance on our part would avail against the manifest fear 
and restraint which possessed a majority of the witnesses who were called be- 
fore us and this de spite the fact that these witnesses were often: the injured 
parties. They seemed totally submissive to the officers against whom charges. 
had been preferred and persistenely refused to give us the benefit of facts, 


obviously within their knowledge, when such facts were prejudicial to SHGh ‘2 
officers. a 

“It was plain, in every instance, that considerations of personal safety, | ine 
duced by a fear of physical violence or official oppression, accounted for this- 


attitude on the part of these witnesses. Some were from the poorer class 
cthers come from that class whose lives and occupation subject 
them to peculiar disadvantges in dealings with the poilce, and who, in fact, 
must needs have some indulgence shown them in order to subsist.

“The present movement toward the 
censdlidation of coal mines,’’ Col. Smith 
said, “is made necessary by the fact 
that the coal business is erratic and 
needs a steadying influence. The rajj- 
roads are favorable to it, because they 
would rather deal with one man than 


with several in the distribution of cars. 


The railroads do not have as many 
cars as the operators demand. They 
try to distribute them equitably to the 
different mines, but there is always dis- 
satisfaction, one operator claiming that 
he is not getting as many as another. 
~“It the mines were consolidated a full 
quota of cars would be given some of 
the mines one day and te other another 
day, and that would be better for the 
operators, the railroads and the min- 
ers. 

“I do not think, however, that there 
will be a general consolidation. While 
it is feasible for the mines along dif- 
ferent lines to be consolidated, and the 
railroads favor it for the reasons I 


have stated, they would not be able to 


work together, I fear. One railroad 
would not be willing to let anether have 
any control over its mines. 

“The business would be steadied by a 
more general making of annual con- 
tracts with big consumers. They now 
buy in the market during the summer, 
taking advantage of the overproduction 
at that season, and demoralize things. 


Expects No Advance in Prices. 


“I do not think there will be any ad- 
vance in prices, but the cdst of pro- 
ducing will be reduced and the oper- 
ators will make more money in that 
way. The operators are satisfied with 
a profit of 10 cents a ton. 

“The Lllinois coal fleld is the best in 
the world. The coal produced there has 
been proven by a Government test to 
be the best for furnaces. St. Louis 
should be as great a manufacturing city 
as Pittsburg. 

“The operators are not interested in 
the bridge arbitrary. Whatever the 
freight charges they are added to the 
price of the coal, and the consumers 


pay it. if the railroads were to ab- 


sord the arbitrary they would increase 
their rates for the haul into East St. 
Louis to an equal amount, I suppose.

W. D. Vandiver, State Superintendent 
-of Insurance, through his counsel, At- 
torney-General Hadley, Fred W. Leh- 
mann and John M,. Wood; filed in United 
States Circuit Court at Jefferson City, 
Saturday, his reply to the petition of 
the New York Life Insurance Co. in 
the injunction proceedings recently in- 
stituted by the New York Life to over- 
throw his order revoking its Missouri 
license. 

Supt. Vandiver charged, at the time 

he ordered the company’s license re- 
voked, that the New York Life had for- 
feited its right to continue business in 
Missouri. 
* He cited the testimony brought out 
before the New York Legislative In- 
Vestigating Committee to the _ effect 
that President McCall and his associ- 
ates had, during four years past, spent 
$1,000,000 of the company’s money for 
corruption of State legislators and other 
public officials. 

The reply filed in behalf of Supt. 
Vandiver fills 10 typewritten pages. It 
contains direct and severe attacks on 
“President McCall, Vice-President George 
W. Perkins and other officers of the 
New York Life. 

Premiums Too High. 

In it Supt. Vandiver states: 

That the New York Life is what is 
known as a mutual company; that is 
to say, it has no capital stock and no 
shareholders, and its members are its 
‘policy holders. 

That all the assets of the company 
are a trust fund to be administered ex- 
Clusively in the interest of its policy 
holders, and the obligation of the com- 
pany is not only to pay the beneficiaries 
of its policies the fixed amounts named 
therein, but also to make the cost of 
insurance to the policy holders as low 
as is consistent with the maintenance 
of perfect solvency. 


Family’s Big Salaries, 

That one John A. McCall has béen 
president of the company for more 
than 10 years. His salary was origin- 


aliy fixed at the large sum of $40,000 


& year, but having, together with one 
George W. Perkins, vice-president of 
the Coinpany, obtained complete con- 
trol of the company by means of tne 
proxy system, he has increased his 
Salary from time to time, first to $50,- 
000, then to $75,000, and six years ago 
to the exorbitant sum of $100,000 a 
Year.

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A BLOW .TO BOSTON. 

In its hostility to the increase of women on City 
Hall payrolls, the “machine” in St. louis assumes 
that every woman on the rolls stands for a person 
who cannot be “lined up,” while at the same time 
she keeps off a “qaulified voter” who can be. 

This has not been questioned even by the owners 
of the feminine names on the rolls.

ART WORKS AS GIFTS. 


Adolphus Busch Buys World's 
Fair Mosaics for $100,000. 


[either St. Louis Public Museum or 
Washington University will be given 
the two huge mosaics which were ex- 
hibited in the German section of the 


Varied Industries Palace at the World's 
Fair and which have recently been pur- 
chased by Adolphus Busch while on ex- 
hibition at Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, New York. 

Mr. Busch says that he has not yet 
decided which institution shall have 
the mosaics. He is a director in both. 
The mesaics represent the career of the 
sainted Elizabeth, Countess of Theurin- 
gen, and were composed under a special 
conimission from Emperor William. 
Twenty-six artists spent six months in 
constructing them, and each contains 
300,000 pieces of glass. It is understood 
that $100,000 was paid for them. 

Prof. August Oetkin, the historical 
artist. drew fthe originals fom which 
the mosaics were:composed. They are 
18 feet long and eight feet high, framed 
in copper. The international jury of 
awards conferred a grand prize on 
them.
